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5. (OriginoJ) The system of claim 4 wherein the configuration database and the script 
database comprise the same database. 

6. (OriginaJ) The system of claim I wherein each page comprises a HTML page. 

7. (CtUTcntly Amended) A compntcMmplementcd method for providing a network- 
based site having pages with a common appearance, comprising: 

receiving a request for u page; 

retrieving the page from a page storage medium;

results in the same changed appeamnce for each page of the site : and 

receiving configuration information associated with the page &om the configuration 
database, wherein the page, including the configuration information, is to be served to a user.

means for executing a database script associated with the page through a tag embedded 
in the oan e. wherein the tag is embedded in each nagc of a multiple page netwQttrbased_site.
